This was the text of Mr. Clande Montetiore’s fine address 
at Tavistock House on Sanday last. Mr. G. W. Kilner, who presided on 
the oceasion, might well say that if the lectures at the Jews’ College always 
attained the level then reached, the lectures must be uniquely meritorions, 
Of course there is only one Mr. Clande Montetiore. “He possesses a quite 
exceptional power of dealing with religious and ethical questions In a manner 
at once philosophical, practical and spiritual, His addresses) not only 


make his hearers think, they make them also feel. The * palliatives ” for. 
sorrow and evil which Mr. Montefiore discussed on Sunday, nay, the 


very problems that his raised, were charged with comfort for 
troubled souls. The lecture will be published as a whole in’ the Jewish 
Quarterly Review, and ought to be very widely read. The parallels and 
the contrasts that Mr, Montefiore drew between Greek and Hebrew 
thought on the subject of Divine Providence and Retribution were full of 
striking sugvestiveness, Such a lecture is a fresh exhortation to Jews to 
make their religions culture wide and all-embracing. ‘The Jew has still much 
to learn from his Bible and his Jewish literature. But he has something, too, 
to win froma study of Plato and the Greek poets, not merely regarding them 
from the secular point of view, but also from the religions. 

The paper by Mr. Montefiore was a production of scholarly interest and 
something more, Tt opened up considerations of questions which must 
interest all people, learned or otherwise, The value of Greek philosophy in 
the consideration of the reat problems of life is never doubted by any 
educated mind, The Jewish scholar is not less sensible of the fact than any 
other, At the same time, the absorption of Hebrew and Talmudical studies 
may have the effect of shutting out a good deal of that which comes from 
studying Hellenic literature. There was therefore an appropriateness in a 
Hebrew scholar discoursing to the students of a Jewish Theological College 
upon the value of a comparative study of Greek and Hebrew ideas upon the 
Vast questions of spiritual and philosophical speculation which the Jewish 
preacher would be the last to ignore. The theory of retribution, or rewards 
and punishments are dogmas more or less tabulated under different heads in 
Various religious systems, But over and above them all are the great facts of 
life as to the relations between prosperity and happiness, and adversity and 
unhappiness, These two pair of terms are frequently mistaken as synonyms 
for one and the same idea, And it is essential to contrast them to show their 
difference. The Stoic School of thought which Mr. Montefiore dwelt upon 
is one of those influences which, like Puritanism, possesses something which 
is valuable in the construction of human character, The product. of either 
school is after all that same power which constitutes the purest faith—to be 
content with palliatives, and to be reconciled to the truth that explanation is 
out of the question :it is the act of faith alike for the Stoic, for the Puritan and 
for the Jew. 

In view of the opposition, expressed in so many diverse directions, to the 
East End Scheme of the United Synagogue, there was no other course open 
to its promoters than to withdraw it from the further consideration of the 
Council.

Sabbath eve, and he went to the Elm Street Synagogue ‘instead. both 
Wilkes and Edwin Booth possessed features of a markedly Jewish type,

A pretty sight was witnessed at the distribution of prizes at the Stepney 
Jewish Schools at the People’s Palace, on Thursday week. Instead of all 
present being bored by duty speeches, which few wish to deliver, and fewer 
desire to hear, the children themselves provided the great attraction of the 
proceedings. Under the able direction of Mr. H. H. Burdett, Director ot 
the People’s Palace Gymnasium, boys and girls went through a gymnastle 
and calisthenie display that evidently gave unbounded pleasure alike to the 


‘adult audience and to those who took part in the admirable performance. — The 


precision, the skill, and the zest with which each exercise was performed, 
testified to the excellence of the teaching and its happy results upon the 
pupils. As might be anticipated, the girls exhibited much grace in their 
exercises, which almost may be said to have constituted a children’s ballet, so 
pretty and charming were some of the combinations. There is no reason why 
the admirable example set at Stepney should not be generally followed. 
Drilling town-bred children must greatly improve their physique and it would 
have further benefits upon Jewish boys who would — peculiarly derive 
alvantages from becoming accustomed to habits of discipline in tender years. 
Nor should we omit to mention the excellence of the work of the lads in the 
Technical Classes, many of whom exhibited their handicraft in actual opera- 
tion in the class rooms of the People’s Palace. |

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THE JEWISH COLONIES IN THE ARGENTINE. 
INTERVIEW WITH COLONEL GOLDSMID. 


Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid arrived in England from the Argentine on Friday 
last, accompanied by Mrs. Goldsmid, two of their children, and Captain de Vere 
Beauclerc. In an interview yesterday with a representative of the Jewvsh 
Chronicle, the Colonel gave an account of the situation in the Jewish Colonies as 
he found it on his arrival and as he left it on undertaking his voyage home. 
The duration of Colonel Goldsmid’s stay in this country is uncertain ; but he has 
no doubt of returning to the Argentine, though, he hopes, for a short time only. 

On Colonel Goldsmid’s arrival in April last year, he found that with the 
exception of some 30 families who had settled in Mauricio, (Province of 
Buenos Ayres), more than two years before the Jewish Colonisation Association 
had been called into existence, there were over 1,000 families of so-called Jewish 
colonists in the Argentine. Over 500 of them were grouped in temporary iron 
huts round about the administration buildings in Mauricio. More than 300 
families lived in barns, huts and sheds at Moisesville, and the remainder, about 
200 families, were scattered over three colonies in Entre Rios, also in teiporary 
erections. At Mauricio, no attempt had been made to place the people on the 
allotments. Only one or two men had even attempted to plough, and the 
colonies were unprovided with oxen and the necessary materials for working their 
fields. Only a few houses had just commenced to be built. A contract had been 
entered into, at a very high price, to supply houses ; but the first erections under 
this contract were condemned, and a law suit ensued, which greatly hampered 
the development of the colony. Eventually the contract was set aside, and 
roomy well-built:ranchos constructed, chiefly of sun-dried brick or barro (mud 
and straw mixed) walls, with corrugated iron or thatched roofs. Colonel Goldsmid 
passed over the troubles he had at the outset with the colonists, and particularly 
with certain individuals who shall be nameless. Happily matters have largely 
smoothed down as far as the settlers are concerned, but many difficulties are 
still placed in the way by one opponent of systematic organisation. 

The Mauricio Colony is under a Controller, and is divided into two dis- 
tricts, Algarobbs and Alice. These districts are dividel into sections, each of a 
certain number of units, an unit varying from seven to fifteen houses. Each 
district ‘is under an Inspector, and each section under a Capitas elected by the 
colonists from their own body. Mauricio is about ten leagues in extent; seven 
are good for agriculture, and of the remainder a great part is suitable for feeding 
cattle. Owing to the Jawsuit already mentioned, and to the delay caused in 
installing so large a number of families, which was by no means an easy task, 
the installation was not completed until two or three months ago. 320 families 
are now housed. The early settlers got in a wheat harvest of 1,000 acres : but 
there has been a much larger maize harvest. There is every probability that 
next year the wheat harvest will bo very extensive, as there will have been time 
to prepare a larger area of ground. 

At Moisesville, Colonel Goldsmid, whose head-quart2rs have throughout been 
at Buenos Ayres, found 300 families. The area of the colony and the land 
available for agriculture were insufticient for so large a number. 200 families were, 
therefore, removed to Entre Rios during the following nine months. Among them 
are forty families of Bessarabian Jews, who now occupy Carmel (in Clara Colony), 
and are very promising colonists. The water at Moisesville is very near the 


surface, often within one or two metres. Moisesville is now self-governed by an 


elected committee of three colonists with a bookkeeper attached. Some seventy 
families are concentrated there. 

Within the last three months eight families of colonists at Monigotes (a few 
leagues from Moisesville), who had been sett'ed on the land for three years, 
applied to Colonel Go!ldsmid for assistance. They proved to be a hard-working 
set of people, but were unable to pay their debt to the bank from whom they 
obtained the land, owing to the almost total destruction of their crops by locusts. 
The Jewish Colonization Association intervened and purchased the land, and 
assisted the colonists to gather in what portion of the harvest had been spared. 
Prior to this occurrence twenty other families from Monigotes (which is on the 
borders of a wooded country, and is on much better soil than Moisesville) who 
from want of means failed to make progress as colonist:, were granted farms by 


-the Association in the Clara colony, and are now located in the group Miguel 


(Entre Rios colonies) which has the finest agricultural soil, over a metre in 


thickness of black earth. The wells are very deep, twenty to twenty-five metres, 


and very expensive. The colonists in Entre Rios are mainly families removed 


' from Moisesville, as already mentioned, and families sent from Constantinople 


eighteen months ago. Of the latter Colonel Goldsmid has no high opinion, and 
in regard to religious matters they are fanatical in the extreme. Entre Rios has 
suffered this vear from drought and locusts. The visitation of locusts, for the 
fourth year ia succession, has made an almost clean sweep of the crops. But 
often ten or twelve years pass by without. te appearance of these devastating 
visitors. Mr. Kogav, of whom Colonel Goldsmid speaks in the highest terms, has 
been sent to Entre Rios, with the object of dividing the colony into communes, 
and making them self-governing at as early a date as possible. But the first 
essential to success in this direction is to get them installed. This is difficult 
work, for each family has to be provided with eight bullocks, two cows and two 
horses, besides agricultural implements, harness, wagon, and, above all, a 
house, 

The group in Clira Colony occupies from 30 to 49 houses. The average 
distance between each house is 125 metr. 8. ‘Sometimes two houses are clore to 
each other ; and in such cases the nest two are 2%) metres distant. Ia Carmel 
the houses are situated on each side of a central road, with gardens aod meadows 
for catte behind each row. At Rachel, Ida (named after Mrs. Goldsmid) Baron 
Hirsch, Miguel, and Rosh Pina, the houses are on each side of a po‘rero or 


| 


cattle meadow, which is 1,000 metres wide, a stream running down the middle 
with a dam to preserve water for the cattle. 

Colonel Goldsmid is enthusiastic about the climate. The health of the 
colonists has been so uniformly good that the death-rate is practically nil. In 
San Antonio there has not been a single death in 100 families during 15 
months ; and at Clara there have, within the same period, been only two or three 
deaths, including babies, among 300 families. These. statistics are the moet 
eloquent testimony in favour of the choice of the existing settlements, 
and to} the vitality of the settlers. Colonel Goldsmid has been much 
impressed with the delegates of Bessarabian Jews who have been 
scent out to arrange for the settlement of pioneer colonies from that 
part of Russia. Three of them have returned to Europe, and they bring 
with them a good report of the land they have visited. They will, on arriving in 
Russia, perfect the arrangements for the despatch of new bodies of settlers. 

As regards the future, Colonel Goldsmid holds that until all the colonies are 
completely installed, it will be difficult to foretell who will be capable of working, 
and who not. Many of the settlers, who at first were most troublesome, have 


now become the most industrious. He has no doubt that an extremely large 


number will turn out excellent colonists, but there will be a considerable resi- 
duum, who, either from physical causes or because they are too weak in 
numbers, will probably fail in their aspirations.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA.

FURTHER ENPULSIONS. 
_FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
| | Opessa, JUNE 3. 

All the Jewish inhabitants, without exception, have suddenly been expelled 
from three populous coastwise suburbs of this city—Lustdorff, Grosliebenthal 
and Kleinliebenthal. The authorities vouchsafe no reason for this tummary and 
drastic proceeding. As their names betoken, these suburbs were originally 
German settlements, and the Teutonic element still prepondera'es. But for a 
generation pasta large number of Jewish families have permanently resided in 
each of these places, and as market gardeners, small farmers and restaurateurs, 
were the chief caterers for the numerous visitors from the city who 
made these suburbs their summer bathing resorts. Under these extremely 
short expulsory notice given these unfortunate people will, of course, have to 
part with their little properties at a ruinous loss, and they are now driven into th® 
city to increase the congestion of the Jewish quarters. These Jews are in all 
respects essentially Russians, a descr:ption which certainly does not apply to the 
German colonists, who are not disturbed. I know of no complaints whatever 
having been preferred against the Jews, collectively or individually, in any of 


the three places mentioned. If this extraordinary action on the part of the— 


gubernatorial authorities be only the thin end of a cruel wedge, then the matter 
assumes a very ugly appearance indeed, for the only reasonable inference to be 
drawn from it is that a similar hardship is to be inflicted upon the suburban 
Jewish residents within a certain radius of all the great centres in the Pale. [ 
have no authority, of course, for assuming that the Government contemplate the 
enforcement of so harsh and sweeping a measure, but from the facts above stated 
there certainly is an overt cause for suspecting such a sinister intention. The 
whole proceeding in this instance may be notbing more than the outcome of a 
malicious caprice on the part cf a practically irresponsible provincial satrap, 
whose tribe make no ceremony of occasionally trangressing the legal limits of 
the discretionary powers with which they are invested. I am inclined to believe, 


however, that these expulsions have been made on nothing less authoritative than — 


a ministerial mandate. 


OBITUARY. 


SANITATSRATH -DR. PAUL GUITMANN. | 

Medical Science in Berlin has sustained a heavy loss by the death of Sini- 
titsrath Dr. Paul Guttmann, Chief Physician to the Moabit Municipal Hospital. 
The whole of his career as a doctor was devoted to B rlin, the greater part in 
cennection with its medical institutions, first at the Poliklinik of the Univereity, 
later at the Moabit Hospital. Dr. Guttmana took a large share in the work end 
publications of the Berlin Medical Societies. Many of the improvements in the 
treatment of diseases were due to his investigations, and his name was to be found 
in nearly every work on medicine, The deceased, who was in his 60th year, was 
a doctor since 1859, docent at the University since 157, and at the head of the 
Moabit Hospital since 1879. 


ARMAND DURLACHER, 


M. Armand Durlacher, the head of the well known publisting firm of that 
name, died in Paris on the 2th ult. He succeeded lis late father, some three years 
avd a half ago, and since that period he was able to issue many useful works on 
Hebrew literature. An indefatigibl: worker, he largely iccreased the fortune 
left by his father. M. Durlacher was grandson of the late Marchand Ennery, 
Grand Rabbin of France, and was related by inairriage to the present holder of 
that important office, M. Zadve Kahr.

I am sure 
you will agree with me that the amount of subscription should not be too large 
and that the subscriptions should at once be available for publication and 
research, and that much money should not be wasted in the rent of rooms or in 
too much printing, I should almost like to avail ourselves of institutions 
already in existence, and of publications that are always willing to give the 
necessary publicity to our writings and our transictions, I would suggest that 
it might be possible to mset at the Jews’ College. where the Literary Society 
has already been established. There is the Rev. A. L. Green's Library, 
which would do well for the nucleus of a library we must form, and 
am sure the pages of the Jewish Quarterly Review would always be op2n to 
receive pipers and records of our doings. It now only remains for me to say 
how warmly I hail the foundation of this society, feeling as I think we all must 
do, the value of preserving a knowledge of the annals of our race in this 
country, and bzing also persuaded that there is nothing like the study of the 
teaching of the past in order to enable us to solve the manifold parplexities of 
the present.

Mr. F. D. Mocarra said: My attention some little while ago was called to 
the propdsal to form an Anglo-Jewish Historical Society, and although I have 
the greatest rasp2ct for the Anglo-Jews and the sinverest love for history in 
general, I ventur2 t> express the opinion if this society confines itself solely 
to the history of the Eaglish Jews it would pablisha number of documents 
which would not be of general interest and very soon come toan end. I have been 
refreshing myself during the last few days by reading the book which Mr. 
Jacobs has published, and I must say with Dr. Adler that “the Jews of 
Angevin England,” is epoch marking in the history of Anglo Judaism, Mr. 
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Jacobs has told us that there is a great deal more material to be found in the 8) 
ears since the close of the neriod dealt within his book. Ina very clever 
article which I have just read in the Pall Mal] Gazette, l find that the Jews of 
the period of the return to England were generally composed of commercial 
ysople, brokers and merchants, a class of psople to whom I essentially belong. I 
rave no doubt they were a very respectable sort of people, but there is very 
little concerning them that is interesting to the general public. and I must say 
that the two or three hundred years which have followed the re-introduction 
_of the Jews into England have given nothing so remarkable or special as to call 
fora great interest on the part of the general public, oreven ourselves. The 
history of the pre-expulsion period is chiefly composed of transactions between 
the Jews and the higher classes of society, and .the number of volumes that 
those records would fill would all ba very much the samecliss of documents. 
On the other hand we have a number of very excellent, profound and readable 
books, dealing with the history of the Jews, and I do not think that field is 
yet exhausted and could bo popularised. Hagland, perhaps, presents the least 


attractive field of any for historical res3arc when compared to other countries ; | 


and I cannot but beheve that an Anglo-Jewish Historical Society would, five 
or six years after its creation, die of inanition—( Applause).

Mr, JoserH JACOBS proposed: Taat the 


publications and reasearch of this 
Society deal exclusively with matters connested with the Jews of the British 
Empire, but that lectures be aiso delivered on any subject of Jewish history 
generally. Hoe said that Mr. Mocatta had throwna little cold water on thei 

enthusiasm, They would be glad to establish in England a Sosgiety for the 
study of Jewish history generally but hedidnot think Mr, Mocatta could realise to 
himself the enormous amount of ability, enthusiasm and means which would 
be required to deal with that subject.in at all anadequate way. History had got 


beyond the “diorama” stage, and they could not expect every page to scintillate | 


with interesting scenes but must bse prepared fora certain amount of dry-as- 
dust material. It Was for that very reyson that they asked that a, society 
should bo formed. If anyone could write a scintillating history of the Jews 
it would not be necessary for them to havea society to give it to the world, 
but publishers would anxiously print it. Tae question had been raised as to 
whether Anglo-Jewish history was worthy of the honours of print, That was 
a grave question but one that could be satisfactorily answered. They were not 
approaching the mitter solely from the Jewish point of view. They were 
Englishmen as well as Jews and they owed a great deal to Haglaud in the 
matter of historicil research. It was a duty to perform, to mike researches 
and to offer them to English historians. Kagland expected it from ‘them 
and they ought to respond to that call. Whatever contribution they 
could make to the general history of their country could only be done fron 
the point of view ot dry-as-dust resaareh, To Goarminy, and 
there already existed Societies devoted to the history of tha Jews in those. 
countries and that was the reason why they wished to confine their resaare’res 
to the British Emp re and that could only consist in the publicition 
of materials and documents that did not already exist in print. 

Mr. IskaAtL ABRAHAMS said that his remurks ia seeonding tho resolution 
wou d be rather to supplement what Me, Jasobs had said. At fiest he had been 
stroagly opposed to limiting thy publicitions and reseureh to Anglo-Jewish 
history, but he had. boen convines 1 thit te question b3fore them was whother 
they were to bave a Historical Society or not. 
into aSociety for the stuly of the history of the Jews generally, they would go 
away with the knowiedge that they had met in vain. Professor Graetz had 
written a [History of the Jews, and they had a mis; of works on that subjext. 
Bat of Anglo-Jew’s History there was muzh to b2 written, and some of the 
best articles on the subject had been done by a foreigaer—Professor Kriufmann. 
By establishing branch societies all over the country, and by promoting in that 
way lectures on subjects of Jewish history generally, they would be doing a 
really popular work which could ba done at a smili cost, and their limited 
resources could be reserved for what should form their specitie work the publi- 
cation of books and the promotion of research on Anglo-Jewish history. 

Mr, G, MONTEFIORE said that his opinion in regard to 
the proposed Society, was very much the same as that of Mr. Mocatta. 
He moved as an amendment to Mr, Jacobs’ resolution the substitution of 
the word “mainly” for “exclusively.” He regretted that the interest 
taken in Anglo-Jewish History was lamentably small. 
Israel Abrahams been the founder of the Juwish Quarterly Reriew, and it had 
proved exceedingly discouraging. Tnenumber of subscribers was extraordinarily 
small, and besides the editors there had not been more than two or three English 
Jewish contributors. He did not think thit the publications of the Society 


would be widely bought or read, and unless the Society was started on a sound - 


financial basis, and only proceeded aczording to its means, it would, like other 
similirsocieties, die an insolvent and inglorious death.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Professor Richard Gottheil is now in Europe ; probably by the time this 
reaches the hands of readers, he will be already in London. Pro- 
fessor Gottheil also intends to visit Oxford, for the purpose of research, Dr. 
Gottheil has just published another of his interesting and learned little studies, 
this time it ison“ An Alphabet Midrash in Syriac.” It is a farther specimen 
by an almost unknown Syriac grammarian whom Dr, Gottheil had already | 
introduced to students in the “ Proceedings of the American Oriental Society,” 
May, 1801. Dr, Gottheil has now discovered a further extract in the Bibliothéque 
Nationale in Paris. ‘‘ The whole subject,” says Dr. Gottheil, “is psculiar—and, 
I am inclined to think, unique in Syriac literature. Inthe Talmud and other 
Hebrew Midrashic works, the letters of the alphabet are at times clothed with 
personality, in the fantastic manner common to that species of literature. They 
are introduced as speaking with man and with the Deity. Midrashic literature 
‘s not unknown in Syriac ; in fact, the exegesis of the whole Eastern Church is 
‘tinged with it. The accompanying text is an example of this form of writing to 
which many parallels could easily be adduced.”

This Bibliography deserves especial mention, as it, perbaps for the first 
time, makes an attempt to take account of the works published in Russia, 
Probably the list of these books is very incomplete, but it is something to have 
such a listatall. Itis a great pity that book-buyers can only find out about 
books published in Russia, with the utmost difficulty. Sometimes, of course, 
they hear all too readily about them: for a goodly proportion are merely speci- 
mens of Sc/vor-literature. A large number, however, are honest contributions 
to scholarly or popular Jewish subjects. 

Dr. Kaufmann’s own contribution is an ingenious note on Matthew xxvi 
17, which has formed the subject of a recent work by Chwolson. Prof. Bacher 
has written so full an account of this very remarkable work for the next number 
of the Jewish Quarterly Reriew, that I nead not say any more about it. 
Chwolson’s“ Das letzte Passahmahl Christi und der Tag seines Todes” (St. 
Petersburg, 1892, pp. vul., 132 quarto) is indeed a very original addition to the 
history of the Halacha. | 


Chwolson is himself a convert to Christianity, but he belongs to the small 


-and honourable band of converts who have left Judaism withont thinking it 


their subsequent duty in life to vilify their former religion. Chwolson has on 
the contrary often taken up the cudgels for Judaism against anti-Semitic mis- 
representations, One saw in the Daily Chronicle of Wednesday week an instance 
of the opposite, and all too common type, of ** Hebrew Christian,” in the letter 
of aman whose ignorance of the Talmud was only equalled by his prejudica 
against the religion in which he happened to be born. 


Dr, Adolf Biichler, who has been to Oxford again, has now left England for 
Berlin. His original plan of going to New York has been abandoned. I am 
afraid that the Seminary, of which Dr. Nohut is a great part, will find it difficult 
to obtain a man combining the solid learning and brilliant originality of the 
young Hungarian scholar. Dr. Biichler’s article on the Triennial reading of the 
Law (Jewish Quarter/y Reriew for April) has been every where hailed as embody- 
ing a strikingly fresh and suggestive hypothesis. His second article, on the 
Haftaras, will be found even more remarkable. nis article is already in type, 
and will appear in the Jew/sh Yuarter]y Review cartainly not later than October, 
I am afraid that it will not be possible to find room for it sooner, 


_ Reserving for another occasion a fuller account of the book. I should hke 
to chronicle the appearance of “ The Book of Enoch” by the Rev. R. H. Charles 
(Oxford, Clarendon Press, 1803.) Mr, Charles is right in refusing to apologise 
for the appearanc3 of his book; it has long been a desideratum, To New 
Testiment students, and I am happy to see that more and more Jews are 
joining their ranks, Enoch is indispsnsable. Mr. Charles translates the Ethiopic 
text, but not Dillmann’s. For he has collated Dillmann’s text with other 
previously uncollated Ethiopic MSS. and the Gizeh fragmen‘s. Mr. Charles's 
book will put the seal on the reputation he has already gained as an Ethiopie 
scholar. |

Tue intelligence first contained in our issue of the 26th ult., to the effect that 
Jews would henceforth be admitted to the Turkish army, has since been 
confirmed by private letters from various correspondents, although the 
official decision of the Sultan and his Government has not yet been given. 
It appears that our coreligionists at Stamboul have, on their own initiative, 
presented a petition to H. I. M. the Scitay, and have represented to His 
Majesty that the Ottoman Jews, being his loyal and patriotic subjects, wish 

to share in the defence of the Empire. 
The importance of this petition and of its results can scarcely be over- 
rated, Whatever be the faults of the Ottoman Government, its worst 
enemy cannot allege wilful unfairness and dishonesty against it. 


Our 


people do not,as in Russia. and Roumania, run the risk of fighting for a_ 


government. which, after their .blood. hasbeen..shed. on..its behalf,..refuses 
them the elementary rights of citizenship. On the Medical Staff of the 
Ottoman Army and Navy, several Jews have already attained high rank, and 
their religion has never stood in the way of their advancement. In_ other 
departments of the Public Service Jews have held, and still hold, important 
O‘tives. In short, the position of Jews in the Ottoman Empire is in every 
respect better, and their relations towards the Government infinitely more 
favourable than in Russia and Roumania. 
But the permission to enter the reg sular army carries far more with it 
than the opening to our coreligionists of a fresh career—that of arms. It 
means little less than an entire revolution of the whole system of Govern- 
ment in the Ottoman Empire—a peaceable and beneficent revolution full of 


brilliant prospects for the future. Hitherto the army has-been recruited 
entirely from the Mussulman population, while Christians and Jews have 
paid a tax in money instead of personal service. The army has been 
considered to be enrolled not so much for the protection of the country as 
for the defence of the Mussulman faith. The Koran and the green flag are 
its standards, and while no other nation could fight harder for its country 
than did the Turks for these sacred emblems, still their courage and 
stubbornness were inspired almost entirely by loyalty to their faith, and not 
by patriotism in the European sense. 

Once admit other creeds to the ranks and it follows that the Cause of 
the Empire must be substituted for the Cause of the Prophet. Neither Jews, 
Greeks, nor Armenians will fight for the Koran ; but the Jews will certainly 


' do battle valiantly for the country of their adoption, as they have proved wher- 


ever and whenever an opportunity has been granted them. The inevitable result 
must be that the Mohammedanism of the Turks will lose much of its bigotry 
and all the bitterness that is left in it. The Redif cannot treat his comrade in 
arms asa dog. The governing classes have long since evinced a liberal and 
kindly spirit towards our people ; this liberality and kindly treatment will and 
must now spread downwards and eventually extend even to the most ignorant 
Mussulman peasant. On our side, we can but be gainers. The brilliant 
examples we have in the British army, the valour shown by Jews in the 
French, the German, and even the Russian armies, prove that in this noble 
career, as in every other pursuit, the Jew is eminently fitted to attain dis- 
tinction. 

The reproach that we are a nation of usurers and hucksters, unjustified 
as it always has been, and reduced to absurdity as it now is in the West, 
will also disappear in the Hast. 

Nay, The very spirit of the Turkish Government, which has 
hitherto accepted reforms with difhleulty, and has carried them ont without 


more. 
energy, will gradually be entirely changed. The existence of the Empire will 
no longer depend on the valour of a quarter of a million of fanatie Mussul- 
mans, but on the trained bravery and intelligence of nearly double that number 
For it must not be forgotten that in the whole of the 
Ottoman Empire, the Mussulmans form but a bare majority of the population. 
The laws of the Moolahs and 
the Ulemas will no longer prevail over the Civil code, and the whole machinery 
of government will be infused with a new 


of Ottoman subjects. 
and in several provinces they are in a minority. 


spint. Turkey in Europe will 
cease to be an anachronism, and its power of resistance to the intolerant and 
brutish oppression on its Northern frontier will be quadrupled by its increased 
military forces, and its vastly augmented moral power. 

On our own people, too, the effect can but be beneficial in the extreme, 
for just as the asperities of Mohammedanism will be softened by comrade- ship 
in arms, so will the the prejudices and superstitions of ignorant Judaism be 
modified. The Jew will cease to fear oppression when he can fig] t side by 
side with the Turk: he will throw off habits and customs created by cen- 
turies of tyranny and degradation ; he will feel himself an equal, and act as 
a free citizen to whom no career is closed and who can share wit) members 
of every other faith in the rewards of valour and intelligence as well as in the

TURKISH JEWS AND THE ARMY. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
CoNSTANTINOPLE, JUNE 1893. 

Nothing has as yet transpired relative to the request made direct to the 
Sultan by the Grand Rabbin of Turkey that Jaws should be admitted into the 
Turkish army. But [ learn from an authoritative source that in reply to this 
application the Sultan, through bisa First Chamberlaio, has verbally communicated 
to the Grand Rabbin his approval of this step and his profound satisfaction with 
the devotion of the Jews to the throne. His Imperial Majesty has further 
expressed the opinion that the demand does honour to Judaism, and that he 
would in due time give effect to the desire of his Jewish subjects. 

The gift of Baron Edmond de Rothschild to the general Asylum for the 
Poor, which I mentioned in my last letter, is confirmed. It is tothe amount of 
£1,000 (Turkish), 23,009 francs, not 20,0), francs as ramoured. M. Scheid, 
the Baron's secretary and the principat adininistrator of his colonies in Palestine, 
has just been decorated by the Sultan with the Imperial Order of the Medjidie, 
Second Class. This is the welleirned reward of lis praisewortny efforts for the 


prosperity of the Jewish colonies.

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JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


On Sunday last, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore read a piper ata meeting of the 
Jews’ College Literary Society on “ Hebrew and Greek Ideas of Providence 
and Divine Retribution.” Mr. G. W. Kitner, M.A,, presided. 


~ 


Mr. MoNTEFIORE, in bis opening remarks, strongly advocated 
the. successive, or, if possible, the concurrent study ot Greek: and 


Hebrew as the ideal for all students of. Jews’ College. Greek and 
Hebrew, Hebrew and Greek, he pointed out, have been the chief contributors 


to all that is valued and cherished most in modern civilisation ; and Hellenic or — 


Greek thought has had a wider range of influence than Hebrew or Jewish’ 
thought, The intluence of Hebrew thought had not extended beyond ethics 
and religion, and perhaps because its range was thus restricted, its influence had 
been all the deeper; but the influence of Greck thought had_ penetrated every: 
where. Mr. Montefore expressed his disapproval of a foolish commonplace, 
too often heard, he regretted to say, from many a Jewish pulpit. The preacher 
desires to explain away the seeming particularism of the so-called election of 
Israel, He points out that Israel was chosen by God for the world’s 
exnke. and not for its own=an excellent doctrine, against whict Mr. 
Montefiore would. not have a word to say, if any practical appl- 
cation (were made ot it—and then he  goeson. to show that other 
nitions have been chosan: by yl for other purposes, Oaly two 
nations are mentioned in this connection, and. of these two England is never 
one. Ibe two are Greece and Rome. Rome, we are told, was chosen to teach 
the art of governinent, the science of law ;.Greece, to teach only art, Israel 
was chosen to teach religion and morality. It is-a simple arrangement, bat 
unfortuuately. Reverting again to his opening observations, Mr, 
Montefiore said that if students were to compare and contrast the religious ideas 
and practiecs which are found in Hebrew with those they may come across In 
Greek literature, they would often find curious pirallels and curious contrasts, 
He instanced the idea of liturgical purity, with the attacks made upon it, or. 
the compromises effected with it in the course both of Greek and Hebrew 
historv. Oragain, the measure and kind of religious satisfaction which the custom 
of animal sacrifice affurdedin Palestine and Greece ; and the measure of opposi- 
tion it met with from Greek puilosophers' or Hebrew prophets, er the Greck and 
Hebrew views about death and life in Hades and Sheol, They might parallel,

Among the subjects subsequently treated by Mr. Montefiore were the perpetual 
rospopsibuities of states, and the transmission of guilt from father to son through 
a particwar family or race, and in this cennecticn- he dwelt on the various 
palliatives of v, showing how the arguments in regard thereto 
Were set forth the Hebrew Semptures and by Greek writers. 
especially the in Plato. Mr. Montefiore, in summing uy, said: 
We have noticed brictiy the main views of Greek and Hebrew concerning 
divine retribution and their main explanatory. palliatives of evil and the 
unequal correspondence between and desart. We have seen how 
advancing thonuglit. both in Greece and in Judea, purified ifs conception of 
Gods relation to man, and then was obhged ‘to find fresh explanations of the 
difheulties which the very process of purification had created and enhanced, 
As God becime more truly God, the difficulties which the phenomena of evil 
suggest multiphed tenfold: though, on the other hand, some palliatives arose 
which were more worthy of divine goodness and love. And our nobler faith is 
willing and able to bear the burden of a greater doubt. We would fain realise 
the problem of evil to its fullest intensity of horror rather than deflect an inch 
from that self-corscious ideal of wi-dom and Jove which has become the 
necessary synonym of God, Inthe course of our ecquiry we have learned how 
some old and unsatisfictory views have reappeared, cleansed and purified, in 
another form, Thus the cold conception of family or tribal solidarity and of 
transmitted punishment was properly attacked and properly abandoned: but 
the sohdarity of the family and of mankind has in another form reappeared, 
and become the condiiion of a doctrine of self-sacrifice and responsibility which 
seemed one of the best palhatives of evil that has hitherto 
devised.

level of ethical nobility. They at least have not been created in vain, while fo, 
the others. if their time is not to come, of what value have their lives been to 
themselves or to others? Wecrave another life, as Plato partly saw. not fo, 
reward and not for punishment, but that we may kuow God better and love hi, 


more. that the stains of sin may be washed out, and that every human sou! may 


at last prove worthy of the God who has created it. We have listened in the 


course of this lecture to many noble passiges, both from Hebrew and Hellenjo 
lips, and we have been told-of many palliatives of agreat problem, which are not 
only of much historieal interest, but which, ina somewhat modified form, and 4< 
variously assimilated and reproduced by ourselves, may yet appeal to us and help 
us in times of diflizulty and distress. We listen to them reverently and accept 
them gladly for what they are worth—palliatives but not solutions, suggestive 
hints but not complete explanations. If, indeed, the Great Problem Were 
explained, where would be the need of faith? And if faith lost its need or its 
difficulty, it would lose its glory. But whatever may be the knowledge of the 
angels or of ourselves in another world, in this life the faith which, in those 
words of the great scholar that I have quoted so often, “ throws itself without 
reserve into the arms of God,” is surely one of the most glorious of the varied 
capacities and endowments of man. DPerhaps this reflection is itself a palliative 
to be added to those others from which we may still draw comfort and hope ; 
and as, the more vividly the problem is realised, the more vivid must be the 
faith which can yet believe, so, fiaally, of our own private sorrows and 
disappointments, which, on the old view may seem undeserved, oron a higher 
view may seem needless and wantov. we may also struggle to prove that the 
greater the blow or the keener the sorrow the deep2r the purification, the more 
single and devoted the will to which the suffering and the sorrow may lead. Let 
ine end by quoting to you some words ofa wise old man—he has Just celebrated 
his seventieth birthday—which, on.reading them a few days ago, struck me at 
once as an apposite conclusion for the present lecture. They are themselves the 
last words of a lecture on Wehmuth und Meiterkcit and their author is Professor 
Steinthal: “If you have a great sorrow, keep it sicred, and it will prove to you 
an inward guard and shield against the petty griefs and annoyances from which

what is small and petty affect him who has something truly great cusrined 
within his soul ?” 

A discussion then ersued. 

De. FRIEDLANDER said he was sure that all present felt gratofu’ to the 
lecturer for the great pleasure and benefit they had derived from his words, 
Mr. Montefiore was certainly wrong when he expressed a doubt whether his 
paper, when printed in full, would attract muy readers. De. Friedlander 
criticised a few of the points in which he differed froia the lecturer. 
miaintained,-in opposition to Mr. Montefiore, that the idea of a Divine Being, 
the Creator of a universe who ruled all mankind alike, was contamed on every 
pige of Holy Szripture, and was certainly older than the earhest literary dow 
ments of the Greek, As to the various solutions suggested by the lecturer in 
the name of Greek writers, it should be borne in mind that the proolem how to 
explain the existence of evil was as old as mankind, and no progress had been 
made in its solution up to the present day by human thought; 1t rematned an 
unsolved problem, Having faith in God, and seeking comtort and guidance? in 
His Word, we may turn what appears to be an evil to a source of blessing and 
happiness. In spite of pain and trouble we could fiad relief in the idea that 
there was something more permanent than the transient so-cilled misfortunes 
that form the real essence of man’s being: * As for me; the nearness of God i: 
sgod for me,” 

After some remarks from Mr. B. WECHSLER. | 

The Rev. S. Sincer said that the lecturer had thrown much light on the 
subject of retribution. God puts burdens upon men that they may become 
stronger, earlier trials are preparatory for those of after life. Calamities affect 
the growth of man’s character, for the man becomes either a hero or a moral 
cownrd, This difficulty has not reczived a solution at the hands of Jewish 
theologians. In Hebrew literature God was more a father thana King. He 1s 
as it were a general Who does not explain to his soldiers the reasons for his 
plans, | 

The Rev. A. Lowy pointed out that the Greek references taken from the 
great philosophers were known and admired by Levi ben Gershon and other 
great Jewish medieval writers in “ Milchamot Hashem.” Mr. Lowy declared 
that Mr. Montefiore’s labours went hand in hand with Dr. Steinschneider’s new 
work... 

Mr. Israrn Apraiams, M.A., expressed the opinion that it was necessary 
to be acquainted with Greek solutions so as to understand the problems ais- 
cussed by the lecturer. 

Mr. Oswaip J. Simon feit that the light thrown upon the problem o! 
retribution by Greek philosophy was most essential. He believed faith to be 
the only solution for the great mystery of suffering. a 

The CrarRMayx, in moving a vote of thanks to Mr. Montefiore, s1id the 
lcclure was one of the most interesting he had ever beard or read, He was 
struck by the full toleration for every view which was expressed throughout 
tie paper. He held that there could be no more fascinating work for students 
than to try to cirry out in its entirety the study of various problems,

Sirn,—You have in years past, on the approach of Hospital Sunday afforded, 
the Lord Mayor the privilege of appealing on behalf of the Hospital Sunday 
leund, which was established in Ixv2, to aid the Hospitals and Dispensaries of 
the Metropolis in their beneficent work of providing medical and surgical treat- 
ment for the poor of London. It now becomes my duty on the 2Ist Anniver- 
sary of Hospital Sunday to ask the same courtesy at vour hands, ard to 
earnestly commend the claims of the fund to the various congregations to whom 
appeals will be made by the ciergy and ministers of religion generally next 
Sunday, | 

There are now no fewer than 181 Hospitals, Dispensaries, and. Conva- 
lescent Homes claiming assistance from the Hospital Sunday Fund, and it is 
estimated that at least £10000 will be required to make good the balance of 
deficiency which these institutions have incurred in tending upon the sick and 
sufferingin this huge metropolts. As the receipts on Hospital Sunday have 
steadily risen from £27,700) inits first year, to £45,339 in 1891, I am not with- 
out hope that the collection on Sunday next will very materially recoup this 
large item of lability with which the medical charities have become burdened. 

To aid in this great work of mercy and charity is a_ privilege of which ‘few 
would care to be deprived, and it would appear difficult to overrate the great 
value and significance of this combined and simultaneous effort onthe part of 
all creeds and faiths in this one day of the year to provide for the wants of the 
sick and the dying in the.vast community in which we live, 

To those endowed with health and strength in their families, and in their

Your readers may perhaps remember Mr. R. Samuel's letter to you when 
the Anglo-Jewish Association of London promised to contribute 10,)) rupees 
for the Bombay Israelite School Building, provided the Beni-LIsraelites of India 
contributed 5,00) rupees towards the sam2. Tae Pres'dent of the School, with- 
out consulting anybody else on the subject, at onc: informed the Association of 
our inability to contribute the required sum, and consequently Mr. R. Samuel 
was obliged to raise protestations against such conduct in your piper to which - 
he was answered in ratheraround-aibout-way by “ One Interested in FE lucition.” | 
venture to trouble you, and trust you will insert this in your next Issue, with a 
view to explain how the whole subject stands. | 

It is true that repeated appeals were made by the Pareut Association as well 
as by the President of the Israelite Szthool to the synagogue authorities of 
Bombay. but they refused to contribut2 anything to the sciool, [tis also true 
that 6)) rupees were required to b2 contribated by the Bani-Israelites.. Bat it 
is equally true that the members of the Naw Synazogue contributed 2)) rup2es 
from their own purses in order to avoid a drain on the synagogue funds. (1 //: 
School Report). Further, the old synagogue pissed a resolution to the effect that 
20) rupees should be contributed to the school, provided two of its minagers 
were enrolled in the committee of the sshool, but the President refusing to 
agree to this condition, the contribution was not given.

LoRD RoruscuiLp having mentioned the recsipt of various letters of 
apology for non-attendance, said: We regret the absence of these gentlemen, 


but far more do we deplore the absence of that veteran friend of tne School, | 


Mr. Moses Angel. cur highly-respected headmaster, who, I regret to say, 
is seriously ill, The year 1893 has been an exceptional one in the history 
It has been exceptional because the school started the 
the year heavily in debt, and with every prospect of wanting more funds than it 
had required during the previous year. ‘The Committee of the Jews’ Free 
School took a step which I hope a great many other charities will follow. They 
determined to appeal to the patriotism of the Jewish community without going 
through the farce of an entertainment such asa dinner ora ball. The Com- 
mittee of this school made no mistake when they authorised me to convene a 
meeting in the Vestry Room of the Central Synagague in order to ask the young 
and ardent spirits t> canvass the whole community. Although Iam not able to 
announce the result of the labours of the Canvassing Committee, I think they 
have collected a very Jarge sum, and have increased our annual subscriptions by 
nearly £500—(lLoud: Cheers). I, therefore, thank a!l those ladies and gentle- 
men who came forward to help us in our time of need. No doubt, a 
great many willexpect me to say sometLing new about this school. Perhaps 
the best thing I can say is that there is nothing new to be said about it. It 
preserves its high standard of excellenc>, it remains one of the first 
schools in the land, and it meets the wants of the Jewish community. 
‘his is essentially a denominational school. It is supported by the generosity 
of the Jewish public, who make up the difference between the amount, gained 
by the instruction of the children and the endowments of past benefactors and 
the actual expenditure, which comes to rather more than £1 a head per annum. 
£3,400 a year is found by the community, and there are in this neighbourhood 
other schools where Jewish children attend and are taught at the expense of the 
Jewish community. I should not have alluded to any other school or any other 
institution were it not for the fact that there is an impression in the minds of 
the public that the Jewish children in London are educated, and that the Jewish 
religion and Hebrew are taught, entirely at the expense of the ratepayers, and 
itis the wish of the community, expressed through the mouthpiece of their 
highest ecclesiastical authority to have Jewish children educated at the Board 
Schools, and that Jews had no right to discuss the peculiar form of 
Christian religion which was to be given .to the Christan children in 
those schools. am sure [ am rght in saying that the impression 
is quite erroneous and that it , cannot be the wish of the Chief 
Rabbi or of any member of our community to interfere Mm or discuss any 
questions that we have not the right to discuss. (Applause.) The Education 
Act, which has been in force for twenty-five years was a compromise between a 
diversity of opinion, and has, with all its shortcomings, been as sucessful as any 
Act of Parliament could be. Under these circumstances it is a dangerous thing 
for any one class of men to raise questions which may tend to upset th s system. 
However we do not come here to discuss the question of general education, we 
are here to congratulate ourselves upon the ettitiency of thisSchool. (Cheers.) 
Mr. &. B. AbRAWAMS, the Vice-Master (in the absence through illness of 

the Headmaster, Mr, M. Angel), having read the report of the examiners 
for the Scholarsh p, 
Lapy Roruscuitp then handed the medals and other prizes, of which 

there were a se number, to the successful pupils. 

The CuiEr Rape said: I am very gratified to be here to-day, but.our 


gratification is somewhat marred by the fact that the veteran headmaster of the 


schools has been prevented for the first time in fifty-four years from being 
amongst us, I amsure you all agree with me, you all join me, in hoping that 
Mr. Avgel may soon be restored to perfect health.—(Loud cheers), Our 
Chairman has referred to the religious controversy which is, unfortunately, 
going on at the London School Board. I hope and believe that it will be 
speedily terminated, for I am pleased to find that the compromise which has 
been suggested by myself and others during the discussion, has been incorporated 
in the Elementary Education Bill which is now before the House of Lords. 
Happily, there are no such controversies amongst us as regards the kind of 
religious instruction which is to be given, but now and again we may hear some 
soft murmurings with regard to the quantity of instruction in Hebrew and 
Religion at our elementary schools. Now, itis perfectly true that in elementary 
schools of this nature, when the demands of the Educition Department are so 
exacting and imperious the instruction in religious subjects must necessarily be 
of a rudimentary character, but we must sge that the rudimentary instrac‘ion 
shall be of a sound nature. I hope that this difficulty as regards the quantity of 
instruction given, may one day be remedied by the establishment of evening 
classes for the purpose of imparting a larger share of Biblical and Hebrew 
instruction. We know that the Education Department is strongly in favour of 
such continuation classes, because only the other day the department issued a 
new code for the purpose of regulating continuation claises of this description. 
De. Adler then addressed the children, and in an eloquent speech, eucouraged 
them in their work, for it was by their own exertions that the elforts of the 
teaching statf proved successful. 
Mr. Isyac A. Joseru proposeda vote of thanks to the Caief Ribb: for 
‘8 impressive ad dregs, 
Mr, SsmvueL Montacv,M.P, proposed a vote of thanks to Lord Rothschild for 
presiding, and to the Ladies’ Committee, espezially referring to Mrs. Lionel 
Lucas, ‘I'he districs of Whitechapel was distinguished by haviog 
Within its boundaries the most ancient Tower, the most renowned 
lospital, and the most excellent Free School. Yet he could never 
tre of impressing upon them the necessity of Jews dispersing and 
migrating from the crowded districts of Spitalfields. He had hoped that 
Colonel (roldsmid would have been present to tell them of the charms of imml- 
gration even to that distant country Argentina, He wished to! say a few words 
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on a oy Diy which was quite foreign to the teaching in the Jews’ Free School. 

He had, for a number of years, striven to ‘introduce into England the decimal 
system of money and weights and measures. Mr. Mundella, who never missed an 

opportunity of citing their school, was very much in favour of that system, and 

there wasa chance of its being adopted. Ifthe decimal system were introduced 

into schools it would make a difference of nearly two years in the education of a 
child, and if the Jews’ Free School was the first to introduce it into their 

school, they would be showing a noble example to the general community. With 

regard to the Jewish children in Board Schools, he regretted that the Board 

Schools in the neighbourhood were gradually becoming almost entirely Jewish 

schools, They had reason to be grateful forthe facilities which were offered at 

the Board Schools, and the way to show their appreciation of the tolerance of 

the School Board was by a policy of non-intervention in questions that did 

not atfect the Jews, He would rather see Jewish children educated in the 
Christian religion than that they should be encouraged in the creeds of Atheism 
and Socialism, 

Lord Roriiscui_p, in acknowledging the vote, sail that the Chief Rabbi 
had hinted at their not giving sufficient time to the instruction in Hebrew and 
Religion. He would remind Dr. Adler that by the Act of L870 religious instruc- 
tion could only be given within stated hours. A little while ago Talmui Torah 
classes were started with the object of giving religious instruction in the 
evening, but it was found that those class:s principally taught Yiddish, and 
undid in the evening the work that the Free School did in the morning. 

It was announced that nine hours weekly were devoted in religious 
instruc tion. | 

Mr. A. H, BEDDINGTON proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers, which 
was acknowledged by the Vice Master, Mr. L. B. Abrahams. |

THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Moaabor, May 20, 1893, 

Mogador has been honoured by a visit from Sir West Ridgeway, the British 
Minister at Tangier. With him came Mr. Consul White, of Tangier, a well-known 
friend of the Jews, Count Gleichen, second cousin to the (Jueen, Mr. Allan Maclean, 
the newly appointed Consul for Casablinea, and Mr. Isaac Abensur, Interpreter 
Dragoman to the British and Austrian Legations. It isnot every day that we see 
such distinguished visitors’ at Mogador. Every one, therefore, from the local 
authorities downwards, did theie best to contribute a share towards a welcome to 
his Excellency. The Jewish community were not behind the rest in this respect. 


Acting in common with the whole British colony, upon the initiative of Mr. 


Johnston, a brilliant show of bunting was displayed in their windows and house 
tops. Upon his landing, a short distance from the water-port, Sir W. Ridgeway was 
welcomed by a deputation of the girls of the Anglo-Jewish Association School, 
headed by their principal, Mrs. Corcos. The little girls carried bouquets and flags, 
and looked a very pretty sight. Sabsequently the school received the visit of the 


“Minister and his party, accompanied by Mr. Johnston. Owing to want of time, 


Sir West was unable to stay long, and he and his purty left after expressing the 
pleasure th ir visit afforded them. | | 
In the little time he has been at Mogador, Sir West Ridgeway has given a 
proof of the interest he takes in the welfare of the Jews. Conducted by Mr. 
Johnston, he paida visit to the Mellah, and inspected the worst quarters. The 
Minister seemed greatly impressed by what be saw, and expressed his sympathy 
with the inhabitants. His Excellency and friends left on the evening of the 
day of their arrival for the Canary Islands, whence they returned yesterday. — 
Yesterday afternoon a deputation of ten members uf the Jewish community, 
both from the Kasbah and Mellah waited on his Excellency to welcome him to 
Mogador, and to thank in his person the British nation for its constant sympathy 
with oppressed Jews. Sir West’s reception of the deputies was extremely kind 
and courteous. Later in the afternocn, the Minister visited the Boys’ English 
School, supported by the Morocco Relief Fund, and managed by Mr. Judaa 
Bendahan. 
The party left this morning for Tangier, Sir West Rilgeway leaving 
behind him the pleasantest of impressions | : 
~The Minister's visit has also afforded us the pleasure of having for the first 


time among us Mr, Isaac Abensur, our coreligionist above mentioned, who is a 
compatriot of ours, and our community may well .be proud of such a member. 


Mr. Abensur holds an important social position in Tangier, Ile is an enthusiastic 
lover of education and takes particular interest in the extension of the English 
language in Morocco. | 

On the evening of the 24th May, being the (Queen's birthday, all British 
born subjects, were invited at Her Majesty's Consulate to celebrate the occasion, 
and a very happy evening was spent by all present. | 

[ hear upon good authority that the English Consulate at Mogidor has been 
removed to Casablanca, the happy nomisuee Mr. Allan Maclean, brother of 
the English attache to the Sultan. 

Mr, Jobnston remains in Mogador as Vice-Consul. It is difficult to aecount 
for this new departure of tie Foreign Office. Such procedure was quite 
unexpected, end it puzzles one in trying to fathom the meaning of it. Whatever 
that may be, we are sincerely glad that Mr. Jolinston is now the head of the 
Mogador Consulate—but as Vice-Consul—as a successor to Mr. Payton, and, 
should changes at any time occur—for Mogador being an importint port on the 
coast it is hardly likely that its Consulate is to be deprived for ever of its Consul 
—we trust that he will be entrusted with the full dignity of Britisn Consul at 
Mogador. |

"FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


May 167TH, 1893, 


A new phage of the Russian problem, as far as it aff cts Jews, and American 
Jews particularly, has grown out of the public refusal of the Consul-General in 
New York City to vise passports of American citizens of Jewish faith, so that 
they may travel in Russia. The case has heretofore been reported in this corres- 
pondence, and is the more flagrant because the Czars representative made no 
attempt this time to conceal what are his orders. On May 11th, the Hon. Oscar 
Straus. late United States Miaister to Turkey, Colonel John B. Weber, the special 
immigration commissioner to Russia, who made an official expose of enormities 
practised on Jews, Jesse Seligman, Myer 38. Isaacs, of the De Hirsch Fund 
Trustees, and Julius Goldman, all prominent New Yorkers, called on Secretary of 
State Gresham at Washington. Their purpose was to enter a protest against the 
action of the Russian Consul-General or better against the law which governs 


Russian Consuls, which law the United States Government seems obliged to 


recognize, 

‘Vr Gresham will undoubtedly have something to say through the present 
United States Minister to Russia, Andrew White, to the Czar’s ministers on this 
subject, and the sterling character and intelligence of the present representative 
will not permit him either to be humbugged or duped or cajoled into believing 
Rusvia’s methods highly humane and equally solicitous for the welfare of all its 


citizens, Jews among the rest. The Jate United States Minister, Charles Emory 


Smith, and the late Rev. Dr. De Witt, Talmage made this same mistake, or perhaps 
were induced to make it. The possibilities are great indeed that may arise out 
of such a protest against the uncqual treatment of Ameri-an Jews in Russia, 
whereas the rights of the most favoured of its citizens are guaranteed under tLe 
treaty. Moreover Russia seems disposed to please the United States at this time, 
and to bid for its faver even against England’s, Jealous of the superior display 
made by the British Navy at the recent Columbian Naval Review, the Czar is 
going to send a much lirger fleet to this country to show his power or to bid for 
favor. There is no telling what may come of this. 

But the Polish immigration is now on the increase and shiploads of 
unfortunates bear witness to the truth of Harold Frederic’s report of new 
restrictive laws driving the Poles to the pale or out cf the country, notwitt stand- 
ing the great pains of Russian agents to deny the statement. They are ashamed 
of it. 

The Congress of Religions in connection with the Chicago World’s Fair in 
September, the 13th, loth and 16th being the days set apart for presenting 
Judaism, wil] be supplemented by an additional session during the week preceding 
August 28th, also to be officially recognised. The topics there discussed are to be 
condensed for the general religious parliament to follow. According to the plan 
just adopted, the essays are to touch on no internil differences ; to embrace no 
false apologetics, and no polemics against other religions. ‘The main ideas to 
be brought out are expected to be contributions to the religious thought and 


ethical principles of the world ; Judaism’s hopes and ideals, and especially the 


peculiar work, which by its principles and historical developments, Judaism of 
to day shall undertake.” 

Thursday, May 17th was the firat day devoted to Jews in the World's Fair 
Congresses at Chicago. It came among the days devoted to women. Mrs. Minnie D. 
Louis, of New York City, a philanthropist of note and very successful educator of 
Russian Jewish boysand girls, read the principal paper, “ Women’s Place in Jewish 
Thought.” She was followed by Mrs. John Fowler, of the Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Reformed Church, on “ The Light of the East ;” by Mrs. Quintin 
of the Woman's National Indian Rights Association, and by Miss Susan B. 
Anthosy, Mrs. Elizibeth C dy Stantin, and other prominent advocates of 
wolan’s rights, | 

The United States Consul to Vienna, Max Judd. has sailed for his post. It 
eeems according to cable dispatches, that Colonel Grant, his predecessor, made 
Premier Kalnoky meet the issue squarely. Evidently ag there was some. doubt 


as to the issuing of the exequatur, it was made plain that President Cleveland | 


would sever diplomatic relations with Austria-Hunguay, just as he did in 
June, 1885, in the case of U.S. Mini-ter Keiley. He had a wife who was once 
a Jewess, and this fact, the Secretary of State insisted, was the reason why Mr. 
Keiley was nota persona grata. The Austrian Government denied this, and 


alleged other grounds. But Mr. Bayard insisted, and did not allow his successor 


to be appointed for twelve months, and until a request came from Austria- 
Hungary, the Austrian Minister to Washington being meanwhile given 
an indetinite leave of absence. Mr. Bayard said at this time that “ the United 
States could not constitutionally admit, consider, or discuss any supposed dis- 
qualification of its officers based upon religion.” It is interesting to note here that 
Mr. Bayard isthe newly appointed U.S. Ambassador to England. 

Henry Rosenberg, a prominent banker of Galveston, Texas, is dead. Enongh 
is known of his will to show that he has bequeithed half his fortune of one 
million dollars to public charities. During his life he erected a public school 
building at the cost of more than 100,000 dollars, and gave as much more to other 
public institutions. His will provides for the erection of a “church” (perhaps a 
synagogue), endowments for widows’ and orphans’ homse, Jewish and Christian : 


30,000 dollars for a drinking fountain ; 50,000 dollars for a monument to the 


heroes of the Texan Republic, funds for a public library, &c: Galveston gets
